2. It was hoped that economically and financially the year 1937-38 would show r an 
improvement on the year 1936-37 during which there was an Arab strike for six months. 
During the year, however, public security was seriously disturbed by a campaign of murder, 
intimidation and sabotage. The uncertainty of the political future of Palestine arising from 
the report of the Royal Commission also adversely affected local economic and financial con¬ 
ditions. As a result, revenue fell short of the estimate; and considerable expenditure had 
to be incurred on the maintenance of security. 


The total number of immigrants entering Palestine fell from 25,709 in 1936-37 to 13.210 
in 1937-38. Despite a six months’ Arab strike in 1936-37, total imports for home consumption 
increased only from £P.14,448,000 in 1936-37 to £P. 15.251,300 in 1937-38. The total tonnage 
of cargo discharged at Haifa, Jaffa and Tel-Aviv declined from 745,703 tons in 1936-37 to 
677,416 in 1937-38. The currency in circulation decreased from £ P.5,626,134 on the 1st 
April, 1937, to £P.5,009,134 on the 31st March. 1938. Total deposits with the banks registered 
under the provisions of the Banking (Amendment and Further Provisions) Ordinance, 1937, 
shew r ed a decline during the year of £P.798,525. On the other hand, the total value of exports 
increased from £P.4,424.976 in 1936-37 to £P.5,593,200 in 1937-38, attributable principally 
to increased exports of citrus, barley, oats, hides, skins and potash ; and the total tonnage of 
export cargoes loaded at Haifa, Jaffa and Tel-Aviv increased from 402,348 tons to 477,482 tons 
in 1937-38.

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It was originally anticipated, when the estimates for 1937-38 were prepared, that the 
total revenue for the year would amount to TP.5,014,909 or TP.374,088 more than the actual 
revenue for 1936-37 ; hut the revenue fell short of the estimate by TP. 117,552, and was 
TP256,535 only in excess of the actual receipts in 1936-37. The principal fall in revenue oc¬ 


curred in the receipts from customs duties, 
formed 40.83% of the total receipts for the year from all sources, 
than the estimate; TP. 19,782 less than the actual receipts in the previous year; 
TP.751,549 less than receipts in 1935-36.

3. While revenue fell, expenditure rose. The estimated total expenditure of 
£ P.5.077,167 w r as exceeded by TP. 2,220,521. This increase was due, in large measure, to 
the transfer to expenditure of TP.1.591,939 in respect of payments in 1937-38 and previous 
years which had been treated as advances or had been charged to suspense accounts but which 
now, under the new method of Colonial accounting, have to be met from voted monies. This 
matter is more fully explained in paragraphs 8 and 9. Of the total thus transferred, TP. 1,337,339 
w'as for advances in respect of projects which it was anticipated w T ould be met from the pro¬ 
ceeds of the proposed new r -TP.2 million guaranteed loan, which it is now' unlikely will be 
raised. In addition, unforeseen supplementary expenditure of considerable magnitude was 
necessary. Palestine’s contribution in 1937-38 for Defence, originally estimated at TP.351,250, 
amounted to TP.789.738, of which TP. 134,450 was in respect of an under-estimate of the 
contribution in 1936-37. Expenditure on Police and Prisons in 1937-38 amounted to TP.941,975, 
which was TP. 123,678 above the estimate. TP.61,828 was expended in 1937-38 on compen¬ 
sation for damage to and loss of property and loss of life and injury during the disturbances, 
and TP. 146.654 was expended on roads and buildings primarily necessitated for security pur¬ 
poses ; and there was no budgetary provision for this expenditure. Other items of expenditure 
due to the disturbances, which exceeded the provision, or for which there was no provision in 
the estimates for 1937-38, totalled TP.38,075. The Railway deficit for 1937-38. amounted to 
TP.230,123 instead of TP.74.708 as estimated. This was largely due to the falling off of traffic. 
The revenue of the Palestine Railways proper fell by TP. 146.410 below the estimate and that 
of the Hijaz Railwav was TP.26.070 below' the estimate. 


4. In consequence of these unforeseen charges, amounting to TP.2,400,662, the actual 
general revenue balance of T‘P.4.835,129 at the 1st April, 1937, as shown below\ was reduced 
to TP.2.400,839 at the 31st March, 1938, after writing down by TP.33,958 the value of in¬ 
vestments then held to mean current market values at that date:—

6. The depletion of the general revenue balance (or accumulated surplus) and the 
unlikelihood of any material improvement in revenue or reduction of security expenditure 
means that the general revenue balance can no longer he hypothecated for expenditure on 
projects to which Government is not actually financially committed. In fact, subsequent 
events show r that the general revenue balance is likely to be insufficient to meet the inescapable 
requirements of a Treasury working balance, the completion of works in progress, arrears of 
maintenance and renewals of roads and railways, and the outstanding claims of the Ottoman 
Public Debt and the Regie des Tabacs. In recognition of this, His Majesty’s Government 
have agreed, subject to the approval of Parliament, to exempt this Government from any 
contribution for Defence in 1938-39 and in 1939-40; and consideration is being given to the 
reimbursement from Imperial funds of emergency expenditure on security in 1938-39. 

7. During 1937 the Secretary of State issued instructions for the adoption of a new 

system of accounting in the colonies and mandated territories. The innovation was due to 
the increasing difficulty in ascertaining the financial position of a territory from the accounts 
and statements prepared under Colonial Regulation 354(a). In the case of territories receiving 
grants from His Majesty’s Exchequer in aid of expenditure on administration it became evident 
that the information contained in the accounts was inadequate for the purpose of assessing 
the amount of assistance required. The liquid assets appearing in the statements did not 

always offer reliable guidance as to the cash available to meet voted expenditure, while the 

excess of assets which appeared as the balance of the statement of assets and liabilities included 
the colony’s working cash balances and in many cases sums already expended in the purchase 

of stores or advanced or immobilized in the form of loans, and hence did not reveal the 

amount available for appropriation. 

8 The folowing steps were therefore taken to ensure that the accounts should more 
clearly set out the financial position and to ensure financial control:— 

1. All expenditure which diminishes (other than temporarily) the surplus of revenue 
available for appropriation is now provided on votes and is charged as expenditure at the time 
payment is made. 

11. A General Revenue Balance” Account has been opened to which is posted the 
balance of the surplus and deficit account for the year and the appreciation or depreciation 
of investments. / 

III. The following additional statements are rendered as appendices to the annual state¬ 
ment of assets and liabilities which is shown as Appendix IT in the report :— 

(a) A tabular summary of all special funds, trust funds, unspent loan monies, etc., 
deposited in the Public Treasury, showing appreciation and depreciation of investments where 
applicable, and the disposition of the balances of the funds, whether as investments or as cash 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer. This statement figures as Appendix 11(a) to this 
report. 

(b) A statement of balances, excluding the balance of funds, etc., in the hands of the 
Treasurer, as shown in Appendix 11(b) but including all other items in the assets and liabilities 
statement. 
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(e) A statement of outstanding loans made by the Palestine Government out of its 
revenue, for public or other loans. This appears as Appendix 11(c). 

(d) A summary of all unallocated stores accounts showing the opening and closing 
stocks. This appears as Appendix 11(d). 

9. The following explanations are furnished regarding the statements mentioned in 
the foregoing paragraph :— 

(a) All expenditure which diminishes Palestine’s free surplus of revenue is now re¬ 
corded as expenditure at the time payment is made. Thus, purchases of stores or of other 
material assets, loans for fixed periods, and other advances to public or private bodies which 
are not of a current nature are now met from voted monies and not from surplus funds. Re¬ 
payments or proceeds of realization are now brought to account as revenue, together with 
interest received. Under the new r accounting system loans and advances are distinguished from 
investments. The test is the realizability of the asset. If the payment represents merely a 
temporary disposition of the surplus revenue in a marketable form until it may be required to 
meet expenditure the transaction does not affect the position of Palestine’s surplus and is there¬ 
fore recorded as an investment. 

(b) The General Revenue Balance Account exhibits the balance available for appro¬ 
priation and has replaced the former surplus and deficit account as the balance of the state¬ 
ment of assets and liabilities. This account is shown as a liability in Appendices II and 11(b). 
It will be seen that the account opens w r ith the balance of the surplus and deficit account at 
the close of the financial year 1936-37 ; and at the 31st March, 1938, the balance of the surplus 
and deficit account for that year and the net depreciation of investments, (based on their 
middle market price at the 31st March, 1938), were transferred to the account. No other 
entries whatsoever are made in the account. Under the former accounting system the appre¬ 
ciation or depreciation of investments at the close of the year was credited to revenue or charged 
to expenditure as occasion demanded. The new system excludes appreciation and depreciation 
of investments from the accounts of both revenue and expenditure but affects the surplus 
balances available for appropriation. This course was taken in order to avoid including in 
the annual budget an item which does not represent an actual cash transaction and which is 
not susceptible of legislative control. Profit or loss realised on sales of investments is credited 
or debited, as before, to revenue or expenditure. 

(c) The purpose of Appendix 11(a) is to segregate the transactions and balances of 
funds in the hands of the Treasurer which, while appearing in the annual abstract account and 
the statement of assets and liabilities, are not part of the public funds at the disposal of 
Government. 

The balance of these funds in the hands of the Treasurer appearing in that statement 
has therefore been deducted from Palestine’s general balances and investments. The state¬ 
ment is designed to show’ clearly to w r hat extent Palestine’s surplus balances and temporary 
deposits are required for financing its current financial administration and to what extent cash 
is immediately available to supplement revenue. 

Where a deposit is made in the form of an investment, or it is the duty of the Treasurer 
to invest the monies deposited and to credit to the special fund the interest received, any appre¬ 
ciation or depreciation of investments (based on their middle market price at the 31st March), 
is shown in this summary and not in the General Revenue Balance Account. The assets of 
which the balance of each fund account consists are set out as investments and sums due to 
or from the Treasurer, as shown in Appendix 11(a). The difference between the totals of 
these latter sums, shows the amount of cash in the Treasurer’s hands which does not form 
pare of Palestine’s available surplus, and is therefore carried to Appendix 11(b). 

(d) The statement of outstanding loans (Appendix 11(c)) records the position of all 
loans repayable to public funds, except the temporary advances and imprests which continue 
to be provided out of surplus balances, whether the loan has been made out of voted monies 
in accordance with paragraph 9(a) above, or out of Colonial Development Fund or other 
exchequer loans or grants, or out of the proceeds of loan issues. 
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Particulars are given in Appendix 11(c) of the date of each loan and the authority under 
which each was made, the rate of interest and the terms of repayment, the amount repaid and 
the amount outstanding at the 31st March. 1938.

1.999,697 and 
represented 40.83% of the total revenue from all sources, they fell short of the estimate of 
UP.2,2(H),000 by UP.200.303.

It is unfortunate that the figures tor the various c lasses ot imports are not fully com¬ 
parable because in January, 1937. a re-classification was adopted, whereby all items formerly 
included under Class IV, “Unclassified Goods ’, such as imports by Government, the Military, 
Charitable and .Religious Institutions, etc., are now classified under the appropriate items in 
Classes I to III. 


1*2. When the estimates for 1937-38 were framed it was anticipated that the volume 
of imports would show an increase over that in 1936-37, during which there was an Arab 
strike which lasted for six months. Actually there was a small decrease in the volume of 
imports ; and as import duties are imposed mainly at specific rates, the lower volume of im¬ 
ports resulted in the import duties being C*P.19,782 lower than the receipts of the previous year. 

13. It will be observed that the reduction in the value of imported goods and in the 
import duty derived from them occurred under Class I—Food, Drink and Tobacco. The 
principal decreases under this head w’ere in respect of wheat flour, due to the fact that there 
w r as a better local harvest in 1937-138 than in the previous year ; rice, sugar and tobacco, owing 
to the reduced purchasing power of the community. An import duty of 25 mils per bird on 
live poultry \va9 imposed with effect from the 21st April, 1937, in order to protect the local 
industry. The imposition of this duty, together with the prevailing depression resulted in the 
falling off of imports, but yielded a revenue of £P.14,010. 

14. Under Class II—Raw Materials and Articles mainly unmanufactured, there w-ere 
increases of £P.400.000 in value and of t‘P.6.700 in receipts from import duty. The main 
increase w^as in the importation of w^ocd for building purposes. The quantities, values and 
import duty receipts from wood during the last three years were as under:—

15. The value of imports in 1937-38 under Class III—articles wholly or mainly manu¬ 
factured—shows an increase of £P.3,015.600 over the value in 1936-37, but a decrease of 
£P. 171,300 in comparison with the value in 1935-36. It should be noted, however, that a 
substantial part of the increase in 1937-38 over 1936-37 is due to a change in the method of 
classifying imports, as explained in paragraph 11. The following table shows the principal 
imports on which customs duties are collected in this category :—

It will he seen from the foregoing table that in general there were increases under the 
main items of imports under Class III. There were, however, substantial decreases in com¬ 
parison with the year 1935-36. There was a slight increase in the imports of cement but the 
figures for 1937-38, namely 59,301 tons are much below the imports in 1935-36 which amounted 
to 14 4,120 tons. Iron bars, sheets and girders at 44.1)23 tons in 1937-38 show a slight increase 
over imports during 1936-37, which were 39,200 tons, but were much below the imports in 
1935-36, which were 93,980 tons. The imports of wood for citrus cases show a substantial 
increase of 48.095 tons, consequent on the increase in the citrus crop. 


Cotton piece goods, woollen tissues, and wearing apparel show minor increases over 
imports for 1936-37 but were lower than the imports during 1935-36. There was a decrease 
in the quantity of silk tissues imported, amounting to 2,975 kilos, but the value showed an 
increase of TP. 1.465 and the import duty rose by T P.9.000, owing to the change in the rate 
of duty on artificial silk tissues, as published in the Palestine Gazette No. 745 of the 30th 
December, 1937. The imports of kerosene and motor cars show a considerable increase in 
1937-38 over imports for the previous year but in the case of motor cars, they were sub¬ 
stantially below’ the imports in 1935-36. In the case of benzine there was a considerable 
increase over imports m 1936-37 and a slight increase over the imports during 1935-36, due 

to the requiremnts of the army and the police.

16. The value of imports under Class IV shows a decrease of TP. 1,930,200 as com¬ 
pared with the value in 1936-37. This is mainly due to the re-classification referred to in 

paragraph 11 above. The approximate values of duty-free imports in 1937-38, which, under 

the old classification, would have been shown under Class IV. are as under:—

18. The export of citrus fruit increased from 6,956,000 cases and 2,572 tons in 1935-36 
to 9,659,000 cases and 13,208 tons in 1936-37, and to 11,795,000 cases and 16,370 tons in 
1937-38. The values of these exports in the years mentioned were DP.3,042,000, DP.3,525,000 
and £ P.4,090,000, respectively. Citrus fruit thus accounted for approximately 81% in 
1935-36, 80% in 1936-37 and 73% in 1937-38 of the total value of all exports of Palestine pro¬ 
duce in those years. There were also notable increases in 1937-38 in the exports of barley, 
oils, hides and skins, and potash. 


HEAD II. Port and Marine — Over the estimate DP.3,270. 

/ 

19. The total receipts from Port and Marine dues and fees amounted to £ P.129,120, 
which was £ P.3,270 over the estimate of £P. 125,850. With effect from the 1st April, 1937, 
wharfage dues were imposed at Jaffa and later at the Tel-Aviv lighter port at Haifa rates 
for goods which cannot be loaded or unloaded direct from and on the wharf, namely, half 
rates: receipts were under-estimated by £P.17,976. The Oil Dock at Haifa was completed 
and handed over for use on the 1st January, 1938, from which date the minimum payment of 
£ P.30,000 per annum under the contract with the Iraq Petroleum Company became operative. 
The operation of this contract in the last three months of 1937-38 resulted in an increase of 
DP.2,565 in the oil dues in that year over the receipts in 1936-37. The number of tons of oil 
loaded fell, however, from 2,002.875 in 1936-37 to 1,987,653 in 1937-38; and the oil dues were 
still DP.11,435 short of the estimate owing to the fact that the latter provided for the full 
annual payment of DP.30,000 in respect of the contract with the Iraq Petroleum Company. 
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Receipts also fell short of the estimate under Anchorage Fees (t‘P.914), Light Dues (fP.3,672) 
and Berthage Dues (£P,655). The tonnage of vessels entered in the foreign trade of Palestine 
during 1937-38 was 4,893,757 tons as compared with 5.072,878 tons in 1936-37, or a decrease 
of 179,121 tons. These figures exclude duplicate entries in respect of vesssels which called at 
more than one port in Palestine.

21. The collections of animal tax closely approximated the estimate for the year; but 
were £P. 17,343 below collections in 1935-36 and £P.2.750 above collections in 1936-37. Ihe 
scarcity of natural pastures, which resulted from hot easterly winds in the latter part of the 
spring of 1936, and the lack of stubble grazing, resulted in heavy mortality among sheep and 
goats throughout Palestine and in a considerable decrease in the number ot camels enumerated 
in the south. The remaining livestock were mostly in |x>or condition. It was therefore 
necessary to grant relief from the payment of animal tax, and the rate of the tax was accord¬ 
ingly reduced from 48 mils to 20 mils per head for sheep and goats and from 120 mils to 50 
mils per head for camels in the Southern District only. 

22. The collections of house and land tax and tithe were in respect of arrears only. 
These taxes have been substituted hv the urban property tax and the rural property tax 
except in the Beersheha and Huleh areas, where the old commuted l ithe is still collected. 
Arrears outstanding at the 31st March. 1938, amounted to 1‘P.139,059 in the case of house 
and land tax and to £P. 113.407 in the case of tithe. 

23. Although the receipts of £• P.128,980 in respect of rural property tax in 1937-38 

exceeded collections jn 1935-36) hv £* P.28,430 tliev were still £P.21,020 below the estimate for 

• • 

the vear. The fact that collections in 1937-38 were greater than those for 1936-37 by 
.£P.44,233 was due to the difficulties of collecting the tax in affected areas during the disturb- 

ancesofl936. 


It was found necessary in 1935-36 to reduce the rate of tax payable on land planted with 
citrus, owing to the unfavourable climatic conditions prevailing in May, 1935, which adversely 
affected the crop yields. The reduction then granted varied from 25% to 50% of the tax 
payable and amounted to approximately £P. 16,500. 


It was later represented that the tax of 825 mils per dunum on citrus land (excluding Acre 
Sub-District) was excessive having regard to the average annual yield and prevailing, market 
prices. Investigations were made into these matters and the rate of tax was reduced to 500 
mils per dunum for the two years 1936-37 and 1937-38. while the tax in Acre Sub-District 
was reduced from 410 mils to 50 mils per dunum for these two years. These measures reduced 
the tax assessments by approximately £P.30,500 in each year. 





The collection of rural property tax in 1937-38 in respec t of other categories of land 
also proved difficult owing to the disturbed state of the country. The arrears at the 31st March. 
1937, were TP.137,901 but these were reduced to TP110.636 by the subsequent retroactive 
change in the rate of the tax on citrus lands. The net assessment tor 1937-38 amounted to 
approximately TP.164,000 and arrears of Tax at the 31st March, 1938, amounted to 
TP.145,279. 

24. Receipts from urban property tax m 1937-38, namely TP.258,828 exceeded the 
receipts in 1935-36 by TP.17,788 and in 1936-37 by fP.63.979; but they fell short of the 
estimate for the year by TP.16,172 and of the net assessment by approximately TP.56,000. 
Collections in 1936-37 were adversely affected In the strike and the disturbances. During the 
year 1937-38, quinquennial re-assessments were made in Rehovoth. Rishon-le-Tsivon, Petah- 
Tiqva and Majdal, resulting in an increase of TP.1.156 in assessments. In addition, the net 
assessments w T ere further increased by TP.21,150 owing to the expiration of the statutory 
period of three years during which exemption from tax is granted in respect of newly con¬ 
structed properties. Considerable difficulties were experienced in collecting the tax owing to 
the. prevailing unsatisfactory economic and financial conditions throughout the country and 
the renewal of the disturbances. Arrears of tax at the 31st, March, 1937, amounted to 
TP.207,397 after deductions of statutory exemptions. The net assessment for 1937-38 was ap¬ 
proximately, TP.315.000 and arrears of tax at the 31st March. 1938, amounted to TP.263.472. 

25. The collection of excise duties on matches and salt in 1937-38 closely approximated 
the estimates for the year and collections in the preceding year; but were slightly below collect¬ 
ions in 1935-36. Receipts from tobacco excise duties in 1937-38, namely TP.228,587, were 
TP. 13,641 above receipts in 1936-37 but were TP. 19,664 below the receipts in 1935-36, despite 
the increase in the rate of duty on manufactured tobacco from 250 mils to 300 mils per kilo 
as from the 1st October, 1937. Receipts in 1936-37 and 1937-38 were low owing to the de¬ 
crease in purchasing power throughout the country. Receipts from excise duty on intoxicating 
l.quors in 1937-38 were slightly in excess of collections in 1935-36 hut slightly lower than the 
receipts in 1936-37. There were appreciable decreases in the production of local beer, wines 
and methylated spirits, the latter being largely affected by importations from Syria.

27. The total receipts from fees and receipts under this head were TP.750,666 as com¬ 
pared with the estimate of TP.680,800; or TP.69.866 over the estimate. The main sub-heads 
accounting for these receipts and requiring special comment, are as under : — 
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28. Receipts from Court Fees, namely TP.144.159, show an increase of TP.24,159 
over the estimate; and compare with receipts of TP. 141,881 in 1935-86 and of TP.144,637 in 
1936-37. In 1937-38, 124,064 civil cases were entered as compared with 84,344 cases in 
1936-37. 


29. Citrus Fruit Advertisement and Fruit Inspection Fees in 1937-38 amounted to 
TP.40,947 and .45P. 18,749 respectively and closely approximated the estimate. The anticipated 
fees were based on an estimated export ol 11,000,000 cases, whereas 11,795,000 cases were 
actually exported. The fruit inspection fees approximately cover the cost of the special ser¬ 
vice maintained for the inspection of the citrus fruit exported under the Fruit Export Ordi¬ 
nance. The citrus fruit advertisement fees are transferred monthly to a special fund from 
which the expenses of advertising citrus fruits are defrayed. 


30. Fees for Passport and Registration of Citizenship and Naturalization, namely 
TP.20,949 and TP.4,973 respectively, were also in excess of the estimate. In 1937-38, 
14,937 Palestinian passports were issued locally as compared with 9,593 in 1936-37; and 
1,710 passports were issued abroad to Palestinian subjects in 1937-38 as compared with 813 
in 1936-37. In 1937-38, 13,561 certificates of naturalization were authorised as compared 
with 5,812 in 1936-37. Fees for the registration of immigrants, namely TP.9,506, were 
TP.10,494 below the estimate, as 13,210 immigrants were admitted into Palestine in 1937-38 
as compared with 25,709 in 1936-37.

31. Receipts in 1937-38 from Porterage Charges, Haifa Harbour, namely TP.44,009, 
were TP.10,991 below the estimate. This decrease was due to the diminution of cargo loaded 
and off-loaded at Haifa Port. The direct expenditure on these services in 1937-38 amounted

32. Fees for the Registration of Companies and Partnerships exceeded the estimate 
of TP.10,000 by TP.9,400.

33. The fee for registration of banks was collected for the first time in 1937-38 under 
the Banking (Amendment and Further Provisions) Ordinance, 1937, which imposes an annual 
fee of TP. 100 with effect from the 2nd January, 1938, on all companies carrying on banking 
business.

The number of transactions fell from 50,873 in 1935-36 to 40,147 in 1937-38; the number of 


dunums transferred fell from 177,355 to 98.631 and the value of the property transferred fell 
from T*P. 10,029,456, to TP.3,889,668. Although the number of transactions increased from 
34/271 in 1936-37 to 40,147 in 1937-38, there was little change in the receipts from fees for 
those years, namely TP.196,289, and TP.195,658. This was due to the fact that, in 1937-38, 
ibe number of mortgages increased rather than the number of sales, the fees on the former 
being 1% and on the latter 3%. The value of land sold declined from .TP.4,234,919 in 1936-37 
to TP.3,889,668 in 1937-38, because sales were mainly in respect of rural properties owing to 
the decline of building in urban areas.

The receipts classified under this item in 1937-38 included the fees which are charged to 
lease-holders of property in the reclaimed area at Haifa for supervision of construction of 
their buildings by the architect appointed bv Government (TP. 1,793) ; repayment for anti- 
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malarial measures undertaken on behalf of the Palestine Electric Corporation (fP.1,657) ; 
payment by municipalities for services rendered by the Colonial Audit Department (CP.484) ; 
and a contribution by the Palestine Electric Corporation towards the cost of construction of 
a sea wall at Samakh (CP.5,000). 


37. Receipts from the sale of departmental stores amounted to i‘P.7,161 in 1935-36 
and to A*P.7,704 in 1936-37. It was estimated that a sum of CP.3,000 would be collected in 
1937-38, but actual collections amounted to CP. 13,186, owing mainly to the recovery of the 
cost of clothing and equipment issued to village ghaffirs and supernumerary police (CP.3,544) 


and to sales of agricultural produce (CP.4,880), mainly in the form of seed potatoes to 
cultivators. 


38. Receipts from the sale of water to the Jerusalem Municipality were £ P.48,732, 
as compared with the estimate of CP.52,00<) and with receipts in 1936-37 of CP.34,719. The 
receipts are mainly derived from the sale of water from the Has El Ain supply to the Jerusalem 


Municipality. The water is sold at the rate of 25 mils for each cubic metre pumped into the 
municipal reservoirs at Romerna. Some revenue is also derived from supplies to other 
consumers along the route of the pipe-line. The quantity of water sold during the year 
1937-38 was 430,662.474 gallons of which 126.925.620 gallons were supplied to the Jerusalem 
Municipality.

It should he pointed out, however, that although there was an apparent profit of 
CP.17,548 on the year’s operations, no contribution to the fund for renewals was made in 
1936-37. The contribution in that year should have been CP. 11,573. it was not made, 
future contributions were re-assessed and increased to make up the deficiency. At the 3l9t 
March, 1938, the total contributions should have amounted to CP.23,146: they amounted 
to CP.12,323. and there was consequently a deficit in the fund of CP.10,823 which is covered 
bv the profit on operations in 1937-38. On the other hand, no charges have been included in 
the above accounts for interest on the capital costs of construction. 


39. Collections from warehouse rent produced CP.20,724 which were £. 19.276 below 
the estimate and CP.14,916 below the amount received in 1936-37. The volume of trade

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44. The interest from investments made by the Crown Agents on behalf of the 
Palestine Government was CP.1*2,987 over the estimate of CP. 105,000. The excess of 
receipts over the estimate is due to the fact that when the estimate was framed it 
took into account that Government securities would he sold in order to repay the Joint 
Colonial Fund the monies borrowed in March. 19.47. to enable payment to he made for 
the cost of defence in 1946-47. At the 1st April, 1947, a sum of CP. 675.000 had been borrowed 
from the Fund for this purpose. In order to avoid losses on the speedy sale of investments 
the Crown Agents were asked to dis|K)se of them advantageously as opportunity offered and 
in the meantime to continue to lend from the Joint Colonial Fund. 'The debt to the Fund 
of CP.675.000 at the 1st April, 1947. was reduced at the 40th April to CP.334.1400, at the 
41st May to CP.275,000, at the 40th June to CP.245,000. and at the 41st July to CP.163,900. 
It was increased to CP. 174,000 at the 41st August hut was finally discharged during September. 
It became necessary, however, to borrow a further sum of CP. 140,000 during November, but 
this debt was discharged during December and no further borrowing was necessary until March, 
1948, when a sum of CP.30,000 was lent to Government by the Fund. 'This sum of CP.30,000 
was outstanding at the 31st March, 1938. Stocks were sold gradually, as shown by the fol¬

Owing to the gradual disposal of stocks the average value of investments held throughout 
the year was greater than was anticipated and dividends accrued which account for the increase 
in revenue from this source. On the other hand, the prolongation of borrowing from the 
Joint Colonial Fund resulted in the payment of interest charges to the fund. These amounted 
to CP.2,748, and are shown under item 35 of expenditure head XXVI. 


45. Interest from other sources produced Cl’. 11,721, or an increase of CP. 10,721 over 
the estimate of CP.1,000. This increase is due mainly to interest receipts, amounting to 
CP.10,214 on advances made by Government to the Jerusalem Municipality for the construction 
of the Jerusalem Drainage and the Jerusalem Water supply schemes. A sum of CP.8.258 was 
credited on account of the Jerusalem Drainage Scheme and CP. 1.956 on account of the 
Jerusalem Water Supply Scheme.

(a) a sum of fP.5,612 was charged to expenditure—head XXII—Defence, and credited 
to revenue in respect of land originally acquired for the Government Arab College, Jerusalem, 
the cost of which was charged at the time to Public Works Extraordinary. The land was 
subsequently occupied by army married quarters. The adjustment transferred the cost to the 
proper head of expenditure; 

(h) a sum of £ P.855 for the cost of night-landing equipment for the Air-Ports was 
charged to the departmental vote for Civil Aviation in 1936-37 instead of to the vote for con¬ 
struction of the Air-Ports under head XXVIII, Public Works Extraordinary. Transfer was 
effected to the proper head of expenditure in 1937-38 and this resulted in the credit to revenue; 

(c) a sum of fP.264 for preliminary expenses incurred in 1933-34 in connection with 
the water resources survey was wrongly charged at the time to the Public Works Recurrent 
vote. An adjustment was consequently made in 1937-38 to the correct head of expenditure, 

namely, XXVIII, Public Works Extraordinary—'Water Resources Survey" and revenue was

credited in consequence. 

47. The proceeds of the sale of the Government tug “Trusted” amounted to .£P.6,500. 
The tug was too small to handle large oil tankers in strong winds, and has now’ been replaced 
by a larger and more powerful vessel.

The total receipts under this item amounted to AP.142,333.025 mils consisting of 
A P.139,000 from the Parliamentary Grant-in-Aid for the vear 1937-38 and AP.3,333.025 mils 
in respect of an over-issue of the Grant-in-Aid in 1936-37. As the actual amount due was 
AP 137,749.444 mils only, the balance of £ P.4,583.581 mils, together with local receipts 
amounting to AP.514.135 mils, making a total of AP.5,098, have been credited to deposits and 
will be adjusted when computing the Grant-in-Aid due for the year 1938-39. 

HEAD XI. Colonial Development Grants. 

52. The following grants were received from the Colonial Development Fund by way 
of assistance in carrying out the following important municipal works :— 

(a) Jerusalem Water Supply — AP.5,000. 

This represents the fourth year’s grant of interest. The first grant was received in 
1934-35 and amounted to AP.9,000 ; the second in 1935-36 amounted to AP.12,000 and the third 
and fourth in 1936-37 and 1937-38 amounted in each year to AP.5,000, thus making a total 
of A P.31,000, at the 31st March, 1938./ 

(b) Jerusalem Drainage Scheme — AP.5,865. 

Under the terms of the Jerusalem Drainage Scheme, a free grant of interest of 
AP.5,250 from the Colonial Development Fund was to be issued in 1934-35, and a similar 
sum in each of the four succeeding years, towards meeting the interest charges on the 
estimated capital cost of the scheme, namely AP.150,000. A grant of £P.5,250 was received 
during each of the years 1934-35 and 1935-36, but when the grant for 1936-37 was under re¬ 
view by the Colonial Development Advisory Committee, it was observed that the estimated 
total expenditure to the 31st March, 1937, was AP.51,875 only, or a little over one-third of 
the total estimated expenditure on the whole scheme. In consequence no grant was issued in 
1936-37. In 1937-38, a further grant of AP.5,865 was received, based on the principle laid 
down in para. 4(b), of the Secretary of State’s circular despatch dated 6th July. 1937, namely. 
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that the grant should be paid in that proportion which the actual expenditure (TP.9.1,987) bears 
to the total estimated expenditure on the scheme (TP. 150,000). As at the 31st March, 1938, 
the total grants towards the cost of this scheme amounted to TP. 16,365.

57 It will he observed that the major part of the amount transferred to expenditure 
was in respect of sums provided from surplus balances to meet expenditure incurred on projects 
included in the schedule to the proposed new Government Loan of £P.2,000.000. If and 
when the loan is raised, the proceeds thereof will be credited to general revenue in reimburse¬ 
ment of the sum now* charged to expenditure. 

It should be explained that the following notes are, for the most part, confined to ex¬ 
planations of excesses and savings on the approved estimates. 


HEAD I. Pensions —Over the estimate £P.2,727. 


58. The number of pensions payable at 31st March, 1937, was 206. At 31st March 
1938, the number was 276. 

During 1937, the Pensions Ordinance (1925) was amended by the introduction of a more 
favourable basis for the calculation of pensions and gratuities and the lowering of the voluntary 
and compulsory .ages of retirement of officers in receipt of expatriation allowances. These 
changes, together with an increase in the number of pensions and gratuities paid to dependants 
of officers killed in the execution of their duty, caused an excess of £ P.2,150 under item 1. 
The excess of PP.494 under item 2, Pensions to ex-Turkish Government Employees was due 
to the fact that many of the pensions due for March, 1937, were not claimed within the 
financial year 1936-37, while the small increase under Item 3 is explained by unforeseen pay¬ 
ments which fell due in respect of pension contributions on behalf of officers seconded from 
other Colonies for service in Palestine. 

HEAD II. Public Debt and Loan Charges. — Under the estimate £P.4. 

59. Management charges were over-estimated in respect of the cost of stamps for 
warrants. 

HEAD ITT. His Excellency the High Commissioner. — Over the estimate £P.311. 

60. The increase of TP.143 under Personal Emoluments was due largely to under¬ 
estimation of allowances payable to the Officer Administering the Government and to staff 
changes on the appointment of a new High Commissioner. There were small savings on the 
votes for transport and travelling (£P.6ft). equipment and furniture (£T\98), and clothing 
of kawasses (£P.32). 

Head IV. Secretariat — Under the estimate £P.472. 

61. This head now comprises four sections, namely. Chief Secretary’s Office. Print¬ 
ing and Stationery, Civil Aviation, and the Office of the Commissioner on Special Duty. The 
last-named office was established during 1937-38.

Certain savings accrued owing to temporary vacancies, the filling of vacancies at lower 
salaries, and to delay in the filling of higher posts in the Translation Bureau. Several excesses 
occurred under Other Charges votes, the most important being on transport and travelling 
(£P.243), railway fares and freight (£P.97). telegrams, telephones and postage (£P.1,314) 
and passages (£P.168). The greater part of the excess of fP. 1,314 over the provision for 
telegrams was due to the increased use of the telegraph service on matters relating to the dis¬ 
turbances, while of the supplementary provision for transport and travelling, £P.82 was ex¬ 
pended on the transport of officers of the department between Damascus gate and their 
residences in disturbed areas.

64. There were savings amounting to £P.678, on Personal Emoluments owing to delay 
in the filling of vacancies. A reduction in electricity rates was responsible for a saving of £P.294 
on the vote for power and light. The principal increases were on the votes for transport 
and travelling (£P.101) by reason of heavier transport charges on materials; on the vote for 
railway fares and freight (£P.147) through under-estimation, and on the vote for paper and 
materials where the excess of £P. 1,013 was attributable partly to rising prices and partly to 
under-estimation of requirements. 

C. Civil Aviation — Under the estimate £P.3,902. 

65. The savings of £P.744 on Personal Emoluments were mainly due to vacancies 
in the establishment and to delay in the appointment of personnel for the Haifa Air Port. 
The principal savings on Other Charges occurred on the votes for telegrams, tele¬ 
phones and postage (£P.1,487), and electric power for wireless, etc., (£P.347). The 
saving of £P. 1,487 was mainly due to the delay in establishing a direct line between the 
Lvdda, Haifa and Tiberias Air Ports, while a reduction in the rates charged for electricity 
accounted for the savings of £P.347. 
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The Having of £ P.700 on the vote for “telephone equipment—Lydda Air Port” waH 
effected owing to the department of Posts and Telegraphs being charged with the respon¬ 
sibility for the installation and maintenance of the Lydda Air Port telephone services. Addi¬ 
tional expenditure of £P.145 was incurred for furniture destroyed by fire at Lydda Air Port. 


D. Office of the Commissioner on Special Dcty — Over the estimate £P.456. 


66. A special branch of the Secretariat was established during the year to deal with 
matters arising out of the recommendations of the Royal Commission. Supplementary funds 
to the extent of £P.585 were provided for personnel and other charges; but the branch was 
not established as early as had been anticipated and the actual amount required was only 
£P.456. This expenditure includes £ P.386 in respect of the personal emoluments of the Com- 
misioner on Special Duty with effect from the 10th January.

77. The staff of the department was strengthened during the year by the appointment 
of two British Crown Counsel. These changes arose from tiie recommendation in Chapter \ I. 
paragraph 54, of the Royal Commission's report. The |>ost of Government Advocate was 
abolished. These appointments involved concomitant increases in the votes for extra clerical 
assistance, messengers and cleaners and were responsible for the major part of the increase 
under the vote for Personal Emoluments. The excess expenditure under this head also in¬ 


cluded a payment of j-P.171, as expatriation allowance to an established officer of the de¬ 
partment with effect from the 1st November. 1934.

A sum of £P. 1,000 
was included in the estimates for this service but expenditure amounted to £ P .492 only, as 
there was a much smaller number of liquidations with which the Official Receiver was con¬ 
cerned than was anticipated. 

There were savings on the vote for transport and travelling (.4: P.43) railway fares 
and freight (fP.19) and the new vote (Item 37) for expenses incurred in winding up estates 
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having no assets (IT.50). The whole provision under the last-mentioned vote proved to be 
unnecessary. A sum of TP.24 had been provided for the purchase of an adding machine but 
it was decided not to acquire it.

82. The provision in the Judicial section of the Estimates for 1937-38 exceeded the 
provision for the year 1936-37 by T'P. 11.769 largely as a result of the expansion of the de¬ 
partment which was designed to expedite the disposal of accumulated arrears of court cases. 
Considerable delay occurred, however, in filling the new posts and this, as well as vacancies 
and delays in filling appointments in the General Clerical Service, resulted in the savings of 
£ P.6,926 on Personal Emoluments. 

During the year, new Magistrates Courts were established at Rehovot and Petah Tiqvah. 
The need was not foreseen when the estimates were framed ; and the administration of these 
courts entailed additional recurrent expenditure oil clerks, process servers and typewriters, 
etc. It is estimated that additional revenue will accrue from the courts amounting to approxi¬ 
mately £ P.4,000 per annum, including notarial and other court fees. 
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Minor savings and excesses under Other Charges and Special Expenditure votes are 
explained in Appendix 1(b), but it should be observed that new sub-heads were created under 
Items 61 to 62(c) in order to provide court equipment which was not contemplated when the 
estimates were framed. Foremost among these items was the provision of steel cupboards 
at a cost of £i\138 for the safe custody of receipt books, etc., which resulted from the intro¬ 
duction of a new system of court accounting. Other increases requiring comment are explained 
below. 


Transport and Travelling 


Excess £I\558. 


83. A reorganisation of the courts was conducted during the year which necessitated 
the transfer of 65 officers and caused additional expenditure on subsistence and lodging allow¬ 
ances, and the transport of personal effects. Motor transport was utilized in cases of urgency 
instead of rail transport and this helped to swell I be expenditure on the vote for transport 
and travelling while producing savings amounting to £l\165 on the vote for railway fares 
and freight. 


Witnesses Allowances — Excess 4T.57. 

84. An increase in the number of criminal cases resulted from the disturbances and 
additional financial provision to the extent of 4-P.57 was needed in consequence for witnesses 
allowances.

1938. and to dismissals and retire¬ 
ments of certain judges of the Sharia Courts, there were savings of £P. 1,083 on the Personal 
Emoluments votes of the Supreme Moslem Council and the Sharia Courts. 


HEAD VIII. Treasury 


Ender the estimate AT.481. 


The gross savings on the amount provided in the estimates under this head amounted 
to £P.760, hut during the year provision was made for the appointment of Economic Adviser, 
involving supplementary provision of fP.279. 


The savings under Personal Emoluments (45P.487) were due to delay in the appoint¬ 
ment of a Senior Assistant Treasurer and an Assistant Treasurer on the accounting side of 
the department and to vacancies in the clerical establishment. These savings were partly 
off-set by an increase in the provision made for the post of Examiner of Banks. When the 
estimates for the year were prepared provision was made for an overlap of six months in 
the services of the serving Examiner of Banks and his successor ; but the enactment of the 
Banking (Amendment)/Ordinance. 1937, (which was based on the recommendations of the 
retiring officer) was delayed and the officer’s services were retained for a further period of 
three months, making nine in all, to enable him to deal with the points in dispute. 


There were savings on all items of Other ( barges, the principal being £P.108 on the 
vote for transport and travelling. This saving was due to the late appointment of the Senior 
Assistant Treasurer and to general curtailment of travelling in consequence of the disturbances. 
The vote for railway fares and freight showed a saving of £P.69 due to the same cause.

89. In foreseen expenditure amounting to db'P.50 was incurred owing to an error in 
the calculation of the emoluments of the Senior Assistant Auditor, but this w*as covered, and 
net savings of £*i\31 effected, owing to vacancies on the clerical establishment. The net 
savings of £'P.51 on Other charges were due in the main to an over-estimation ot £P.37 in 
Palestine’s share of the expenses of the Head Office in London.

Additional staff was required as a result of the opening of the Tel-Aviv Fort by the 
Tel-Aviv Marine Trust to whom Government granted facilities for the importation at Tel-Aviv 
of all classes of commodities and for the landing of passengers. The estimated C08t of this 
staff was TP.2,679. The question of the incidence of cost between Government and the 
Marine Trust is under consideration but the Trust has already refunded the cost of additional 
staff employed for the landing of passengers. 

A special Warrant in the sum of TP.3,1 KM) was also provided to enable an adjustment 
to be effected between labour votes for the porterage service. Weekly wage groups at Haifa 
were abolished and substituted by daily paid labourers. The measure resulted in some economy 
but was primarily intended to adjust labour difficulties. 

Vacancies occurring during the year and delay in filling new |>osts caused considerable 
savings. These proved sufficient to cover the cost of additional staff for the port at Tel-Aviv 
and to provide a net saving of T‘P.2.925 on the vote for Personal Emoluments.

in the amount payable to Trans-Jordan. The payment to Trans-Jordan of a share of the 
customs duties collected in Palestine is made in accordance with the agreement made in 1928 
between His Britannic Majesty and the Amir of Trans-Jordan. Article 7 of this Agreement 
prescribes that the Government of Palestine shall pay to the 'Trans-Jordan Government, the 
estimated amount of customs duties levied on goods entering Palestine from territory other 
than Trans-Jordan which subsequently enter 'Trans-Jordan for local consumption. The Article 
further provides that the Government of Palestine shall he entitled to withhold from such 
payment the estimated amount of customs duties levied by Trans-Jordan on goods entering 
Trans-Jordan from other than Palestine territory which subsequently enter Palestine tor local 
consumption. It was estimated that in the calendar year 1937 .the share of Trans-Jordan in 
these customs duties was TP.27,000 and this involved an increase of TP.3,000 over the pro¬ 
vision made in the estimates. 


94. The savings realized under Other Charges (vide App. 1(h)) were mainly attri¬ 
butable to the general decline in trade and a consequential dec line in the activities of the 
various departmental services. 


HEAD XI. Department ok Health — Over the estimate TP.225. 

95, The sub-head Personal Emoluments showed savings of TP.738 while excesses 
amounting to TP.507 occurred under Other Charges votes and of TP.456 under the votes 
for Special Expenditure. 

The authorised expenditure under Personal Emoluments was increased from TP. 128,941 
to TP.130.095 by the issue of Special Warrants to cover:— 

(a) the cost of additional staff (TP.247) required for the establishment at Tel-Aviv 
of a clinic for the inoculation and medical examination of immgirants who, owing 
to the disturbances were unable to attend the clinic at Jaffa ; 

(b) the salaries'and wages of staff employed at the hospital at Gaza which had formerly- 
been administered by the Gaza Municipality but which was taken over by Gov¬ 
ernment during the year (TP.306) ; 

(c) the appointment of a clinical assistant for the detention camp at Acre (TP.58) ;

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( d) the payment of expatriation and housing allowances to an officer of the depart¬ 
ment with effect from 1st November, 1934. (T*P.335); and 

(e) additional overtime allowances (TP.261). 

Notwithstanding these unforeseen services, the vote for Personal Emoluments, showed 
on total, a saving of TP.738 owing to vacancies in the approved establishment and changes 
in the holders of posts. 



96. The new services enumerated above caused expenditure also on various Other 
Charges votes. The assumption of responsibility for the maintenance of the hospital at 
(Jaza caused an excess of TP58 on the vote for lighting and heating and was partly res¬ 
ponsible for the excess on the vote for hospital diets. The total excess on that vote was 
TP.],470 hut the continuance ol the typhoid epidemic of 1988 in the Nablus District was a 

excess, while a further factor was the general increase in the 
the average number of hospital in-patients. The typhoid epidemic also caused an excess of 
T P.62 under item 110, “Epidemic Outbreaks'*. The establishment of the new quarantine 
station at Tel-Aviv also necessitated a new sub-head under Special Expenditure (Item 155) 
for equipment and furniture on which a sum of 4P.24 was expended.

98. An increase occurred in the number of cases requiring treatment, mainly for sana¬ 
torium treatment of tuberculosis in Syria, and there was a much heavier demand for dental 

treatment and medical examination principally owing to an increase in the establishment of 
British Police. 


Item 115. Contribution to Jewish Health Services— Under the estimate TP.550. 

99. The approved grants were TP. 1.7(H) for the Tuberculosis Hospital. Safad; 
TP.2,041 for school hygiene; T*P. 1.771 for infant welfare and TP.6,841 for the Tel-Aviv 
Hospital, amounting in all to TP. 12.353. All were paid, with the exception of the proposed 
grant of TP.550 for improvements to and re-equipment of the hospital at AfTuleh. The pro¬ 
posal was for a capital grant and provision for it should have been made under Special Ex¬ 
penditure. Payment was withheld for reasons of economy.

A. Education Department. 

101. The total savings under Personal Emoluments amounted to £P.5,701 and were 
attributable to delays in making new appointments and to changes in holders of posts. 

Only three Other Charges votes were overspent, viz:— transport and travelling by 
i-P.57 ; rations for boarders by £ P.314, due partly to under-estimation of requirements and 
partly to additional boarders ; and the vote for local scholarships by £P.18, owing to an 
increase in the number of local scholarships from 17 to 19. The savings under Other Charges 
amounted to £P.3,3*22. The principal savings were due to over-estimation of the provision 
required for various votes, including railway fares and freight (£P.622) lighting and heating 
U‘P.105), Grants-in-Aid to schools of the Ya’ad Leumi (£P.527), Grants-in-Aid to other 
non-Government schools (fP.558), books for school libraries (£P.84), school equipment 
(fP.24). tuition fees for courses of instruction (fP.75), school furniture (f P.3‘2) and pas¬ 
sages (£P.105). Thqfe was a saving of £P.335 on materials for technical instruction, due 
partly to the fact that certain workshops were opened late in the year, and partly to over¬ 
estimation of requirements. A saving of fP.723 on the vote for scholarships abroad was 
effected to cover the excess on other votes for local scholarships and the provision of rations 
for a larger number of boarders. 

102. There was an excess of £P.17,843, and savings amounting to £P.13,372 on 
Special Expenditure votes. The excess of £P.17,843 represented expenditure on capital grants 
to Jewish Institutions which had be debited to advances in anticipation of the new loan and 
were transferred to expenditure in accordance with the new Colonial accounting procedure. 

103. The principal saving (£P. 10,867) was effected from the provision for Grants- 
in-Aid to schools of the Va’ad Leumi. Although £P.20,012 was provided, only £P.9,145 
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was spent as the scheme for the construction of Government Arab Schools was not fully 
implemented during the year. Consequently the grant to Jewish Schools was proportionately 
reduced. There was also a saving of £P.2 005 on the provision of f P.8,750 for grants to 
local authorities for school sites and buildings, as an approved grant of £ P.2,000 towards 
the cost of construction of a school at Ramallah was withheld owing to the Municipality being 
unable to raise its share of the cost. There was also a saving of £P.128 on tools and equip¬ 
ment for technical instruction, due to delay in the construction of new workshops, while other 
savings included £P,82 on tools and equipment for school gardens and agricultural education 
in schools, and £ P.227 on school furniture. 


B. Government Trade School, Haifa. 

104. Owing to delay in opening the school, there were savings on Personal Emolu¬ 
ments amounting to £P.808. There were various small savings on Other ('barges and Special 
Expenditure votes amounting in all to £P.124, as explained in Appendix 1(b). The excesses 
over the estimate aggregated £P.3()0, including a sum of £P.126 for the provision of rations 
for 20 additional boarding students and £P.137 for improvements to grounds and playing 
fields, by levelling, sand control and maintenance of newly planted trees. 

D. School for the Bund 

105. There was a total saving of £P.336 on this school. The savings on Personal 
Emoluments amounted to £P.194 and were due to delay in the filling of vacancies. Owing 
to delay in opening the school, there was a saving of £P.31 on materials for manual training, 
while the provision of £P.80 for printing of Braille Books was unexpended and has been re¬ 
voted in the estimates for 1938-39. 

E. Probation Service 

106. Provision for this service was formerly made partly under Head All, Judicial 
and partly under head XXVI, Miscellaneous. Although the sum of tT.6,222 was provided for 
this service, only £P.2,652 was actually spent. The principal saving was in respect of grants 
to private institutions for the care of neglected children for which £P.3,000 had been provided 
in the estimates, but of which £P.l40 only was expended. The greater part of this provision 
was inserted to cover awards under the Juvenile Offenders Ordinance which was enacted in 
1937 but has not yet been put into force. Other savings comprised £P.432 on Personal Emolu¬ 
ments due to delay in the filling of vacancies, £P.106 on transport and travelling and £P.57 
on railway fares and freight due to the two principal touring officers being on vacation 
during the year. There was also a saving of £P.73 on relief of necessitous cases among 
juvenile offenders owing to the late appointment of Probation Officers. The installation of 
telephones for the newly appointed Probation Officers at Jaffa and Tel-Aviv, caused an excess 
of £P.16 over the estimate.

109. Apart from the sections for Agriculture and Fisheries, and the two Kadoorie 
schools, the department includes sections for horticulture and fruit inspection, plant protection 
and fumigation and veterinary and animal husbandry but no separate accounts are kept of these 
either under Personal Emoluments or Other .Charges. 


A. Department of Agriculture and Fisheries : 

110. The savings under Personal Emoluments (f P.1,816) w r ere due to delays in filling 
vacancies and changes in the holders of posts. The excesses included £P.450 on transport 
and travelling caused by the appointment of ten Citrus Fruit Sanitary Inspectors, transfers 
due to the temporary closing of the Tulkarm School, and under-estimation of normal require¬ 
ments. An excess of £ P.330 on telegrams, telephones and postage w*as due to installation 
of telephones for new* fruit inspection and other offices. The excess of C‘P.4,608 on item 124, 
Agricultural Demonstration and Experiments, was due to the purchase and distribution of 
600 tons of seed potatoes to cultivators on repayment. There was an excess of £P.143 over 
the provision for upkeep of water and electric light plant, owing to an extension of the 
areas under cultivation, and the supply of water to the concentration camp and boys’ re¬ 
formatory school at Acre. An excess of £P.661 over the provision for compensation for 
animals destroyed was due to the payment of compensation to ow T ners for poultry destroyed 
during an outbreak of fowl plague. The “Upkeep of Poultry Stations” vote was over-spent 
by £ P.352 owing to the increased cost of food stuffs. 
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Citrus Advertising Fund — Excess £P.2,447. 

111. The estimate provided i‘P.38,500 for the collection of an advertising fee of 3£ 
mils per box on an anticipated export of 11,(XX),000 boxes of citrus fruit. Actually, nearly 
11,800,(XX) boxes were exported, so that the fees collected amounted to £P.4U,947 or £P.‘2.447 
over the estimate. 

Under the provisions of the Citrus Fruit Advertisement Ordinance, 1933, a fee is col¬ 
lected on every box of citrus fruit exported, and the fees so collected are expended on adver¬ 
tising on the advice of a committee appointed under the terms of the Ordinance. The fund 
is thus self-balancing, the cost of advertising being borne by the citrus industry. All receipts 
are credited to revenue ; and a grant of equivalent amount is made to the Citrus Advertising 
Fund. 


11*2. The savings on Other Charges, aggregating £P.3,468, were largely due to the 
restriction of a number of minor services owing to the disturbances. Thus a saving of £ P.215 
was effected on railway fares and freight as it was found necessary in some instances to 
utilise road transport instead of the railway. There were savings of £P.145 on the vote for 
fodder demonstration plots, as fewer plots were laid down. The provision of £P.255 on 
visits to agricultural stations was entirely saved as visits of farmers to agricultural stations 
were not practicable. 'There were also savings of £P.36 on dipping demonstrations and 
of £P.596 on upkeep of sheep dipping baths as the full dipping programme could not be 
carried out. A sum of £P.288 was saved on the fumigation of citrus trees as double fumi¬ 
gation experiments could not be completed ; while £P.250 was saved on the establishment 
and upkeep of the Capnodis stations. Other minor savings are explained in Appendix 1(b). 

A Special Warrant was issued to meet the cost of the motor fishing boat (£P.1,033) 
ordered in the previous year. There were savings on Special Expenditure votes aggregating 
£P.6,735. The principal saving (£P.4,869) occurred on the item for sites for agricultural 
and horticultural stations, as the question of title to the lands is still in dispute. The provision 
has been revoted in 1938-39. A saving of .£P.543 on the vote for livestock was due to over- 
estimation, while savings of £P.540 were effected by the abandonment of experiments in sheep 
dipping, owing to the disturbances. A sum of £P.500 wa9 saved on the vote for protective 
anthrax vaccine for the same reason. Other minor savings are explained in Appendix 1(b). 


B. Kadoorie Agricultural School, Mount Tabor — Excess £P.1,469. 

113. There was an excess of £P.180 on Personal Emoluments owing to an increase 
in the number of farm labourers at the school. Repairs to the electrical plant proved to be 
necessary and caused unforeseen expenditure amounting to £P.579. In addition, supplement¬ 
ary provision amounting to £P.736 was necessary for the following items, to meet outstanding 
charges from 1936-37, or to cover under-estimation of provision:—

114. The excess of TP.83 on Personal Emoluments was due to an overlap in the 
appointments of the retiring and succeeding Principals of the school and to the appointment 
of a Science Master. This excess was partly off-set, however, by abolition of the post of Duty 
Master and savings on changes in the holders of other posts. Some excesses on Other ( barges 
votes were occasioned by the purchase of farm implements (TP. 141) and poultry and equip¬ 
ment (TP.83) on re-opening the school after it had been closed on account of the disturbances. 
These changes were made with a view* to making the equipment and instruction more practical. 

The chief savings were on rations for students and staff (TP.476) and on electricity, 
power and light (TP.83). These savings resulted from the school being closed for a part of 
the year owing to the disturbances. Minor savings on other items are explained in Ap¬ 
pendix Kb).

The savings on Personal Emoluments amounted to TP.581 and were due to delays in 
filling vacancies; the six new Foresters provided for under item 14 were not appointed until 
October, 1937, resulting in savings of TP.276. There was also provision for 52 Forest Guards 
at rates of pay varying from TP.54 to TP.84 per annum but the delay in making new appoint¬ 
ments when vacancies occurred resulted in savings of fP.180 on this item. 

Expenditure on Other Charges exceeded the estimates in three instances, viz :— trans¬ 
port anc) travelling (TP.287), telegrams, telephones and postage (TP.46) and contribution 


to the Colonial Resources Development Department (Tl\5). The first two excesses were due 
to under-estimations while the third was due to the entire absence of provision in the estimates 
as the contribution was not agreed to until February, 1938. 


The principal saving on Other Charges was TP. 1,210 in respect of the vote for afforest¬ 
ation. Of this sum, TP. 1,000 was saved for reasons of economy; and the balance of TP.210 
represents the sum reserved for the purchase of land at Gaza—a transaction which was not 
effected during the year. The provision for railway fares and freight was over-estimated 
by TP. 138 while savings of TP.85 were realised on the vote for Demarcation Surveys, partly 
by reason of economies, and, partly, owing to inability to carry out the surveys during the 
disturbances. 


There were excesses on three votes of Special Expenditure amounting in all to TP.210. 
Special Warrants were issued to cover the cost (TP. 101) of extending the period of training 
of an Assistant Conservator of Forests and for the cost (TP. 100) of distribution of olive suck¬ 
ers, provision for which had been inadvertently omitted from the estimates. On the other 
hand, savings amounting to TP. 167 were made on grounds of economy on the vote for grafting 
wild carob trees in Forest Reserves.

There were savings on Personal Emoluments aggregating £P.3,549, owing to delay 
in filling vacancies, changes in holders of posts, and restricted issue of field allowances owing 
to the disturbances; but a Special Warrant was issued to cover the promotion of an Office 
Assistant in Grade K, to the post of Settlement Officer in Grade H. There was an increase 
of £P.185 is expenditure on transport and travelling owing to staff transfers to accelerate 
the land settlement programme and an increase of £P.838 on “Marks and Beacons” for the 
purchase of angle irons to provide uniform boundary marks for private properties.

Under-expenditure due to outstanding indents and Crown Agents’ 
charges Which will fall due for payment in 1938-39, occurred on the votes for tvpewTiters 
(£P.80)., drawing materials (fP.43), reproduction materials (£P.lll) and electric fans and 
lamps (AP.78). A saving of AT.514 under the vote for passages was due partly to over- 
estimation and partly to changes in the incidence of leave of officers.

The excess of £ P.85,301 over the provision in the estimates is attributable to the charges 
raised in the year’s account to give effect to the new Colonial accounting procedure. The 
actual amount so charged to expenditure w’as i-P.85,796 in respect of the resettlement of dis¬ 
placed Arabs. This amount had been previously debited to advances in anticipation of the 
raising of a new^ loan. Excluding this amount, there was a net saving of fP.495 on the 
estimates. 


A. Department of Development. 

121. Under Personal Emoluments there was a saving of jEP. 575 owing to changes in 
the holders of posts. There was also a saving of 4-P.228 on the provision made for passages 
of the family of the late Development Officer who were in England at the time of the officer’s 
death. There w^ere small excesses over the estimates for irrigation experiments at the Acre 
Stud Farm (£P.36), and for railway fares and freight (£P.43). Other minor savings and 
excesses are explained in Appendix I (b). 

B. Trial Water Settlement — Beisan. 

122. This scheme was established to administer and execute a scheme for a trial 
settlement of water rights in the Beisan area. The estimated cost was «£P. 1,652. Provision 
for part of this scheme was made in the 1937-38 estimates under items 8, 9, 10, 13 and 18 
of the departmental estimates, but further expenditure amounting to £P.368 under items 
26 (a) to 26 (g) was met from supplementary funds made available by the issue of Special 
Warrants. It is hoped that the results of this work will facilitate the settlement of water 
rights over other and larger areas when irrigation legislation, which has already been pre¬ 
pared, is enacted. 

C. Registrar of Co-operative Soc ieties — Under the estimate £P.90. 

123. The total cost of this section was tP.5,142, as compared with the estimate of 
£ P.5,232, resulting in minor excesses aggregating £ P.27, and a number of small savings on 
various items, due mainly to over-estimation of requirements, totalling £ P.117, which are 
explained in Appendix I (b).

126. Although the increase under Personal Emoluments is shown as £ P.72,244, the 
extra expenditure for the employment of additional police amounted to £ P.87,132, the 
difference representing the savings which accrued by delay in filling certain vacancies and 
by changes in the holders of posts. The increase of £ P.87,132 was met bv the issue of some 
fifty Special Warrants during the course of the year to cover increases in the Force. There 
were excesses on the votes for transport and travelling (1'P. 1.918) : uniforms, clothing and 
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equipment for supernumerary police (AT.4,146) ; criminal investigation (£ P.9,771) ; forage 
(AP.461) ; rations (AT.1,213) ; and lighting, heating and power at emergency police posts 
and wireless stations (AT.1,(507).

Although the saving on Personal Emoluments is shewn as UP.1,512 the saving on the 
approved establishment was actually greater by an additional UP.708, as Special Warrants for 
this sum were issued to provide for the mobilization of part of the reserve force, and to cover 
the emoluments of an officer awaiting restoration to his British Army unit. These savings 
were due partly to delays in filling vacancies and to changes in the holders of posts, and partly 
to over-estimation of the provision required for trade pay. 

Of the total saving of UP.10,836 under Other Charges the sum of UP.7.472 is an 
apparent saving only as it represented outstanding charges on Crown Agents Indents which 
will fall due for payment in 1938-39. These outstanding charges were on orders for mechanical 
transport (UP.566) ; arms, equipment, uniforms and clothing (UP.775) ; ammunition 
(UP.1,316); stationery and printing (UP.55); miscellaneous stores (UP.45); and a sum of 
UP.4,714 for replacement of mechanical vehicles. 

There was a saving of UP. 1,522 on railway fares and freight due parti\ to restricted 
travelling owing to the disturbances, and partly to the postponement of the annual interchange 
of stations of two units. There was also a saving of UP.537 on passages owing to the extension 
of service and postponement of leave of officers. A new item (117) under Special Expenditure 
(UP.156) was provided for the passages of members of the Trans-Jordan Frontier Force who 
attended His Majesty’s Coronation. Two of the officers who attended the ceremony were, 
however, due for leave in 1937-38 and their passages would normally have been provided under 
the recurrent vote for passages.

Although there was a net saving of TP.2.316 on Personal Emoluments. Special 
Warrants, amounting in all to TP.3,061, were issued to provide for additional staff for the 
broadcasting service and the engineering section ; for expenditure on staff for repairs to 
telephone services damaged by sabotage ; for increased housing allowances payable under 
General Regulations, and for various minor under-estimations of requirements. This supp¬ 
lementary expenditure was off-set by savings which accrued on account of delays in filling 
vacancies and the restriction of expenditure for overtime allowances. 
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133. A net excess of .£P.30,698 occured on other charges votes hut there were certain 
savings. The principal savings occurred on the vote for conveyance of mails, (£P.2,482) 
due to delay in settlement of international accounts, and on the vote for printing of postage 
stamps and postal orders, (£P. 1,463) owing to abandonment of the proposal to print a new 
issue of postage stamps. The vote for transport and travelling, was underspent by £P.225 as 
the disturbances resulted in some curtailment of inspection duties. Several items aggregating 
£P. 1,902 were over-estimated as explained in Appendix 1(b), but the principal saving due to 
this cause was £P.1,276 in respect of the Renewals Fund. Outstanding indents on the Crown 
Agents, resulted in the postponement until 1938-39 of expenditure amounting to £P.T20 on 
stationery and printing while a saving of £P.691 on “Copyright Fees and Royalties” is partly 
due to over-estimation and partly to outstanding charges which are payable in 1938-39. 


The transfer to expenditure of amounts previously charged to advances in accordance 
with the new Colonial accounting procedure caused excesses over the estimate amounting to 
£ P.35,645 in respect of ‘‘Unallocated Stores" and £P.245 in respect of advances to officers 
for purchase of various means of transport. 


Acts of sabotage caused an excess of £ P.667 over the estimate of £I\ 12,700 for “Main¬ 
tenance Stores”, while delay in the completion of the new Jerusalem post office necessitated 
unforeseen expenditure of £P.468 for the extension of the leases of other buildings. 


The provision of £P.H,400 for broadcast programmes was exceeded by £P.186 which 
was met by Special Warrants in order to provide for belter local Arabic programmes. 


The principal increase over the estimate in respect of Special Expenditure was the 
supplementary provision of £P. 1.547 for additional mechanical transport owing to indents 
outstanding from 1936-37. Special Warrants were also issued to cover unforeseen expenditure 
of £P.192 for replacement of wireless equipment destroyed by 6re at the Lydda Airport, and 
of £1\168 for the purchase of a motor van for service between Government House and the 
Government Offices. Expenditure on various votes was deferred to meet the demand for 
economv, the savings on this account aggregating £I\639. Thev included £P.295 on

137. It was necessary to supplement the provision for Personal Emoluments bv 
T P.603 to provide for the temporary employment of an Assistant Engineer on the construction 
of the Air Port at Lvdda, and by a further sum of TP.342 for the payment of Expatriation 
Allowances to an officer of the department as from 1st November, 1934, in accordance with 
amended General Regulations. These excesses were off set by savings on various items of 
Personal Emoluments, aggregating TP.3,097. which .iccrued owing to delays in filling 
vacancies and to changes in the holders of posts. 


The gross excess of expenditure over the provision made in the estimates for Other 
Charges totalled £P.27,543. Of this total a. sum of TP.27,094 is due to the transfer to ex¬ 
penditure of the value of unallocated stores held by the department.

The supplement an prvision of Tl\ 70,866 was required to give effect to the new 
colonial accounting procedure which requires that advances for othei than temporary purposes 
shall he charged to expenditure. Sums expended on the provision of town schools had been 
charged in previous years to advances in anticipation of the new loan and were accordingly 
transferred to expenditure in 1937-38. The substantial under-expenditure on this vote was 
due to curtailment of the building programme on the grounds of economy. A sum of T'P.26,233 
lias been revoted, however, in the estimates for 1938-39 lor partial continuation of the pro¬ 
gramme. The full programme envisages the acquisition of sites for and the construction of 
ten schools at a total cost of TP.168,335. During 1937-38, a sum of TP.71,399 was expended 
on the schools at Talbieh and Sheikh Jarrah in Jerusalem, and on part construction of the 
schools at Bibi, Hahbab and Homsi and on acquiring the site for the school at Tuma. The 
savings on the provision for 1937-38. namely, TP.*26.233 have been revoted to complete the 
construction of the schools at Bibi, Hablmb. Homsi and for the acquisition of the site for 
the Musrara school in Jerusalem. 


Itf.m 94. Construction of Jaffa-Haifa Road 


Over the estimate T P.57,058. 


160. The estimated cost of completing this road was T P.90,000, of which £ P.30,000 
was provided in the 1937-38 estimates; hut completion of the road was expedited for security 
reasons and a further TP.60,000 was provided by Special Warrant for soling of the section 
between Zichron Jacob and Haifa. The actual expenditure amounted to TP.87,058 and the 
work was completed; but it was necessary to revote a sum of f P.170 in 1938-39 to meet 
outstanding charges.

161. An increase of TP.6,573 was required on account of changes in wage rates; the 
consolidation of certain sections of the road which were unsuitable for winter traffic, and 
additional soling of other sections.

162. The revised estimated cost of this scheme is TT.400,302. Up to the 31st March. 
1938, the total sum expended was TP.399.498, including TP.370,000 previously charged to 
advances in anticipation of the new loan. The balance of TP.80I is required to complete the 
scheme and has been revoted in the estimates for 1938-39. 

The share of the Jerusalem Municipality in this expenditure is estimated at T'P 34.012 
and the sum advanced by the Palestine Government in respect of that part of the scheme up 
to the 31st March, 1938, amounted to TP.33.468. 


Item 111. Air Ports (Lydda and Haifa)

163. The under-expenditure was due to the fact that buildings required for the Haifa 
Air Port which were estimated to cost TP.15.000 were deferred for reasons of economv. while 
provision for the Lydda Air Port was underspent by TP.9,175. It was proposed, however, 
f .o complete these works, and the sum of TP.21,175 has been revoted in the estimates for 
1938-39. It has since been decided to defer construction of the buildings at Haifa and to 
reconsider the matter in connection with the estimates for 1939-40.

10.000 for protective measures) of which one 
half is to he contributed by the Imperial Government. Supplementary provision amounting 
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to 4-P.14,480 was approved in 1937-38 but work was delayed owing to an exceptionally pro¬ 
tracted period of heavy rainfall which delayed operations until late in February, 1938. Ex¬ 
penditure consequently amounted to T‘P.5,566 only, and the balance has been revoted in 1938-39 
m which year a total of £P.54/299 has been provided to complete the surveys.

A. Works in Palestine. 

There was a saving of £ P.1,152 on item 3, Construction of Jisr Majainie Camp 
0WI "f t0 the Postponement of construction of one block of the barracks. This postponement 
enabled offices to be constructed at Beisan and roads to be built in the Jordan area of the 
camp at Samakh. hut at a total excess cost of .PP.815, owing to an increase in the price of mater¬ 
ials. Supplementary provision was also necessary for the water supply scheme at Samakh as the 
original provision was under-estimated by £ P. 135. Special Warrants were also issued for 
essential works which had not been provided for in the estimates, namely, reconstruction of 

the rifle range at Samakh (£P.144) reconditioning of the electrical installation at Jisr Maiamie 
( amp (TP.92) and completion of the water supply at Beisan (TP.140). 


■B. Works in Trans-Jordan. 

168. There were savings of fP.38 on the “-Reconstruction of Ma’an Camp" and of 
I'P.HH on Drainage owing to over-estimation of requirements, while the saving of i‘P °')() 

< ,oU l 'oo ite TuI 0r ‘* Appr °P riation of Land for Can 'P Sites" was revoted in the estimates for 
1939-19. Although provision of £P,200 was made for additions to the camp at Zerka the 

work was postponed and the provision was utilised for additional expenditure of ±‘P 15 on the 
"reconstruction of Zerka Camp” for which P.2,044 was provided, and for additional expen¬ 
diture of TP. 183 on ‘workshops and technical stores. Zerka'' for which i‘P.2,600 was ori¬ 
ginally provided. In both cases the excess cost was due to an unforeseen increase in the price 
of materials Supplementary provision was also necessary for the construction of temporary 

stabling at Irbul at a cost of TP.40. as it was found essential after the estimates had been 
approved to station a detachment of police at Irbid.

170. In order to arrive at the deficit charged to expenditure, the profits shown above 
in respect of the Petah Tiqva and Kantara-Rafa Railway must be excluded as the surpluses 
are subject to special arangements; and the appropriate Government shares in these surpluses 
have already been included in the revenues of the Palestine Railway appearing in the table. 
In the case of the Petah Tiqva Railway there is an obligation to pay interest to the colonists 
and to Government on their respective contributions towards the cost of the construction of 
the line. The surpluses in previous years have been insufficient to pay this interest in full 
and at 31st March. 1938. after distribution of the year’s surplus, there was an outstanding debt 
of £P.10,904.632 mils due to the Petah Tiqva colonists in respect of interest. 

171. The terms of the agreement made between the Railways Department and the 

land proprietors of Petah Tiqva in March, 1921, as modified by the agreement dated 17th 

July, 1925. provided for the repayment to the colonists of the amount of £*K.20,00 (I'P.20,513) 

with interest at the rate of 6% per annum. A prior charge exists, however, in favour of 

the Government of Palestine in respect of interest due to Government on the cost of the line 

in excess of the contribution bv the colonists, namelv £T.33,846. as that excess cost was 

* » 

paid by Government. This interest was to be calculated at 4% per annum or at such h gher 
rate, not exceeding 6% per annum, as might have been paid by Government for the capital 
required, until loan funds were raised by the Palestine Government: and. thereafter, at the 
rate of interest payable in respect of the Loan. (The Palestine Government 5% Guaranteed 
Loan (1942-67) was raised in 1927). Arrears of interest to either party bear interest at the 
rate of 5% per annum. The agreement further provides that after meeting the charges for 
interest, the net surplus shall be set aside to repay the loan of 45E.20,000 made by the colo¬ 
nists; but only two payments have teen made on this account, namely, 4JP.568 in 1923 and 
£P.267 in 1924-25. In 1937-38, f P.1,692 of the net surplus of £ P.2,797 was absorbed in the 

repayment of interest due to Government and is included in the revenue of the Palestine 
Railway. As already stated, the amounts due by Government to the Petah Tiqva colonists 
are £E.20,000 (.£P.20 f 513) less repayments aggregating 4* P.835 or in all, 45P.19.678 in respect 
of their loan for the construction of the Railway, and 4-P.10,904.632 mils in respect of interest 
under the agreements. 

172. Special arrangements w T ere entered into regarding the Kantara-Rafa Railway with 
effect from 1st April. 1933, whereby a commuted annual payment of £P.4.000 by way of rental 
is made by the Palestine Railway for the use of this section of the line. The profits (4-P.144) 
resulting from the operation of the Kantara-Rafa Railway were divided equally between the 
Kantara-Rafa Railway Special Fund, and Palestine Railway Revenue. 

173. The net deficit charged to Government expenditure under Head XXX (£P.230,123) 
consisted of the deficits on the Palestine and Hijaz Railways amounting to 45P.190.883 and 
45P.39.240 respectively, as compared with estimated deficits of 4-P.71.910 and t P.14,326 
respectively.

irom the year 1934-35, inclusive. When application for the "rant was first made to die 
Colonial Development Advisory Committee it was assumed that advances to the Municipality 
would he met from the proceeds of a new Government loan and that the rate of interest pay¬ 
able to bondholders would be 3£% per annum. In the absence of the pro|X)sed loan, all ad¬ 
vances to the Municipality for execution of the scheme have been paid from (iovernment s 
surplus balances, and this has had the effect of depriving Government of dividends on monies 
that would otherwise have been available for investment.

It will be seen 
from Appendix 11(c) that loans totalling £P.151 only were issued in 1937-38. They represent 
part of the loans approved in 1936-37 but not issued during that year. During 1937-38 a sum 
of ,£P.2.900 was repaid and loans totalling TP.4.153 were written-off in accordance with ap¬ 
proval granted in the previous year. The amount outstanding at the 31st March. 1938, was 
therefore £‘P.86,747. The unsatisfactory' position in regard to the collection of these loans is 
due to the impoverished condition of agriculturists and the difficulty of collecting loans and 
taxes in rural areas.

‘234. These loans were issued principally to persons residing in Lydda, Ramie, Nablus 
and Nazareth, for the purpose of re-building property destroyed by the earthquake in 1927. The 
loans issued amounted to £l\30,<H5 ; ihe amount outstanding on the 1st April.

£l\4,755. Repayments during 1937-38 amounted to £l*.155, leaving a balance of £P. 4,000 
outstanding at the end of March, 1938.

230. In 1937-38, loans amounting in the aggregate to f P.800, repayable in five equal 
yearly instalments, were made to farmers residing in the settlements of Givaat and Sarid to 
enable them to replenish their docks which were depleted by the deatli of four hundred and 
thirty-two sheep after inoculation. This heavy mortality was attributed to a vaccine issued 
from a Government laboratory which became contaminated at some stage after its issue.

237. These loans were made in 1937-38 to farmers residing in the settlements of Kfar 


Hachoresh and Mitzpa as a measure of assistance following upon thefts of their cattle by armed 
Arab gangs. The loans are repayable in eight equal yearly instalments.

238. This amount was expended in 1932-33 on a green forage experiment in Tiberias 
Sub-District and was to have been recovered from amounts received in respect of sales of the 
produce. The matter is being investigated; but it would appear that the yields of fodder and 
the prices at which the fodder could be sold were not high enough to cover the costs ; and 
it may he necessary to write-off tins amount during the year 1938-39 after completion ot in¬ 
vestigations. 


Selected Graded wheat and Barley — £P.784. 

239. This represents the outstanding amount due by cultivators for graded wheat and 
barley seed issued bv the department of Agriculture in 1935 on repayment in cash or in kind. 
The total loans issued amounted to £P. 1,795 of which £*P.1.011 was repaid by the 31st March. 
1938 The Director of Agriculture and Fisheries has been instructed to make further endea¬ 
vours to recover the outstanding sum of £P.784.

At the 31st March, 19:48, a total of TP.7.157.768 mils had been repaid, leaving 
TP.JO,7‘16.655 mils outstanding. The old Municipal abattoir and incinerator were in the 
vicinity of the new museum and one of the conditions of Mr. Rockefeller's donation for its 
construction was their removal to another site. In the circumstances, the loan to the Muni¬ 
cipality was granted free of interest. 

An advance of T* P.9,143 was made to the Municipality of Haifa in connection with deve¬ 
lopments undertaken in the oil area under an approved town planning scheme. The advance 
was made on the understanding that refund would he obtained from the proceeds of a Better¬ 
ment Tax which it was proposed to levy on the owners of property included in the scheme; 
but it has not yet been found possible to levy this tax. 'The matter is now to be referred to 
arbitration as provided by the terms of the Town Planning Ordinance. 1936. The advance was 
made free of interest owing to the fact that the question of oil storage within a restricted area 
was largely concerned with the development of Haifa port and was not merely a matter of 
local interest. 


In consequence of cloudbursts over Tiberias in 1934, the sum of TP.6,296.646 mils was 
advanced by Government to the Municipality to enable the Council to meet the cost of essential 
road works. The authorised limit of the advance was TP.6,300 and the works executed 


(i) the construction of two new roads through the old town ; 

(ii) the construction of the road running towards the sea past the Tiberias hotel; 

(iii) the regrading of the arterial road; and 

(iv) the building of a retaining wall. 

This advance is free of interest for the first five years and is not repayable during that 
period. Thereafter, any unpaid portion of the advance will bear interest at the current rate 
of interest on bank loans. 


An advance of T‘P.225 was made to the Municipality of Bethlehem to enable the Council 
to meet the cost of repairs and reconstruction of roads damaged by a storm in 1935. The 
advance was made repayable in two equal annual instalments in 1935-36 and 1936-37. It is 
anticipated that the balance of TP.110 will be repaid in 1938-39. 


Augusta Victoria Sttftunc, — TP.40,000. 

241. This amount was advanced in 1937-38 to the Augusta Vic toria Foundation for the 
construction of a new hospital on the Mount of Olives. The loan was approved in considera¬ 
tion of the fact that the German building on the Mount of Olives was requisitioned as a billet 
by the military authorities; this prevented the owners from proceeding with the construction 
of the new hospital building, since funds for the project were dependent on the removal of 
the school and hospital in the town to the building on the Mount of Olives and the sale of 
the property to he vacated. The grant of the loan was made in order to provide funds for the 
construction of the new hospital. The loan was granted free of interest and will be repaid 
when the school and the old hospital in the town are sold, hut in any case not later than the 
30th September, 1939. 


Church of the Nativity — TP. 81. 


242. The/ balance on this account is due from various religious communities for ad¬ 
vances made for repairs to the Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem. 


Auja Hafir Flour Mill — TP.630. 

243. This item represents the balance of a loan of fP.700 made to the heirs of the 
late Daoud Khalil in 1929 for the erection of a flour mill at Auja Hafir. The loan of TP.700 
was advanced in February, 1929, and was repayable with interest in ten yearly instalments. 
The first and only instalment paid was in June, 1930, and as allowed by the provisions of the 
mortgage deed, the second, third, fourth and fifth instalments were not paid owing to drought 
in the Beersheba District. The subsequent depression resulting from the disturbances made 
it difficult to collect any further instalments and it was hoped that resumption of repayments 
would commence after the harvest of 1938. The District Commissioner has been instructed 
to pursue the question of repayment.

*244. The particulars of this scheme are set out in paragraph 158 of the Treasurer’s 
Report for 1935-36. Of the slim of £1*.250.000 provided in the projected Loan Schedule the 
sum of £P.65,000 was allocated for recoverable advances, but the amount advanced to the 
31st March, 1938, amounted to £T\3,223 only and £ P.1.059 has now been recovered, leaving 
an outstanding balance of T‘P.2.164, made up as under :

Jerusalem Water Supply Scheme — £P.33.468. 

245. The revised cost of the scheme has been reduced from the approved revised 
estimate of £ P.405,990 to £P.400,302 as the construction of the Mar Elias Reservoir (£P.5,688) 
has been abandoned. The amount to he allocated for the Municipal Section of the scheme is 
estimated at TP.34,012; and the sum advanced in respect of this part of the scheme up to 
the 31st March, 1938. amounted to 4-P.83.468. 


Jerusalem Drainage Scheme

246. The estimated cost of this work is 4-P.150.000 of which 4T\51,875 had been ex¬ 
pended at 31st March, 1937. Expenditure during 1937-38 amounted to TP.42.112. The 
scheme is divided into two main systems, known as the Eastern and the Western systems. 
The work is being carried out by the engineering section of the Jerusalem Municipality under 
the supervision of the Director of Public Works. The greater part of the Eastern system has 
now been completed and construction of the Western system is now in progress.

The total amount recoverable in respect of schemes completed by the 31st March, 1938, 
was £P.8,413 of which a sum of £P.744 had been collected, leaving an outstanding balance 
of TP.7,669 at that date. / 

Long Term Loans for Hill Areas — £P.30,632. 

248. 'The amount provided in the projected Loan Schedule for this scheme was 
£ P.50,000. The object of these loans is to enable cultivators and settlers in the hill district 
to develop and improve their lands, especially by terracing hill sides and the planting of land 
thus reclaimed with fruit trees. The scheme was approved in August. 1935. hut no loans were 
issued until July, 1937. The total loans issued at the 31st March, 1938, were TP.30,632. The 
period of repayment is from 3 to 17 years and the interest charged is 8% per annum to indi¬ 
vidual cultivators and 6% to cooperative societies with an additional charge of 1% on arrears. 

Haifa Water Supply — £P.3,193. 

249. At the time of the British occupation a well was discovered on Mt. Carmel and 
used for military purposes. The pump and lines were later acquired by the Palestine Railways. 
In 1929, the well and plant were purchased by a committee of Mt. Carmel residents (after¬ 
wards transformed into a cooperative society) w’hich has since supplied all the residents on 
Mt. Carmel with water. This was an undertaking which for various reasons could not he 





carried out by the Municipal Corporation. During the last few years the development of Mt. 
Carmel was so rapid that the yield of the well was not sufficient to supply all the inhabitants 
and the society supplemented its resources by pumping water from the plain. Apart from 
the inadequacy of the existing tanks, they became so dilapidated that there was fear of their 
collapse and the society was faced with the necessity of constructing a new' reservoir. The 
funds required to construct this reservoir could not be raised by the committee, and with the 
approval of the Secretary of State, Government agreed to advance funds not exceeding £ P.3,200 
as the reservoir would ultimately he required for the projected Haifa Water Supply scheme. 
The conditions of the loan are as under :— 



i ne society is to pay interest at the rate of 3£% per annum on the money advanced, 
with an additional annual payment for depreciation, based on the actual cost of 


the work and the estimated life of the reservoir, in order to amortise the whole 
cost (excluding the cost of the land) by the end of tlie estimated life of the 
reservoir. 


(b) These payments should cease when the reservoir is handed over to the Haifa Muni¬ 
cipality for incorporation in the Water Supply Scheme. 

(c) The society is responsible for maintenance and for any damage or depreciation other 
than fair wear and tear and is required to insure the reservoir against damage by 
earthquake. 

(d) The land should be transferred to Government and ultimately to the Municipality 
of Haifa. 


UNALLOCATED STORES ACCOUNTS. 

(Appendix 11(d) ). 

250. The new accounting procedure has resulted in the insertion of provision in the 
estimates for the estimated net difference between expenditure on and issues from unallocated 
stores. Hitherto unallocated stores had been held in suspense accounts and the balances had 
figured as assets in the statements of assets and liabilities. On the 30th November, 1937. the 
balances of these accounts were transferred to expenditure, namely : —

In view of the fact that the Railways are regarded as a commercial department, the 
Secretary of State agreed that the new accounting procedure in regard to unallocated stores 
should not be applied to stores held on unallocated charge hv the Railways. 


Appendix 11(d) shows that on the 1st April, 1937, the Public Works department held 
stocks valued at TP.22,930. Purchases, returns and charges during the year amounted to 
£ P.22,170, while issues to works and services amounted to TP. 19,222. In addition, a sum of 
TP.327 was received in respect of stores sold on repayment, and there w^ere adjustments in 
respect of stores paid for in 1937-38 but not received amounting to TP.1,654. The resulting 
total at the 31st March, 1938, was TP.27,205, but authority was given for the write-off of 
losses and deficiencies amounting to TP.114. and the net stock on hand at the close of the 
year was valued at TP.27.091. 

The Posts and Telegraphs department held stocks valued at TP. 18,780 at the 1st April. 
1937. Purchases, returns and charges during the year amounted to TP.64,194 while issues to 
works and services amounted to £ P.47,070. In addition a sum of TP.33 was received in respect 
of stores sold on repayment, and there was an adjustment in respect of stores received but 
not paid for amounting to TP.42. The resulting total at the 31st March, 1938, was TP.35,829, 
but authority was given for the write-off of losses and deficiencies amounting to TP. 184 and 
the net stock on hand at the close of the Year was valued at TP.35.645. 


LOAN EXPENDITURE. 

(Appendices V, V(a) and V(b) ). 

251. The works for which provision was made in the 5% Palestine Guaranteed Loan 
1942-67 of TP.4,475.000 are now completed. The position at the 31st March, 1938, together 
with details of the expenditure are shewm in Appendices V, V(a) and V(b). 
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The proceeds of the loan, which was issued at a premium of ten shillings per cent., 
amounted to T’P.4,497,375 and expenditure charged to loan funds in 1937-.‘S8 amounted to 
.fP.74,703 and to a total of £P.4,497,124 at the 31st March, 1938, leaving an unexpended 
balance of ±‘P.251. This balance will be required during 1938-39 for the passages of the staff 
employed on the construction of the harbour at Haifa who were retained for the construction 
of the oil dock, and who were later retained for the construction of the cargo jetty and ancil¬ 
lary works.

The charge of £1'.74,870 to loan funds was in respect of Jaffa Port improvement works 
carried out in previous years from funds provided from surplus balances, under the vote for 
Public Works Extraordinary. Owing to savings on the estimated cost of the construction of 
Haifa harbour, it has been found possible to re-allocate the expenditure on items in the loan 
schedule by utilizing the savings at Haifa to cover part of the excess expenditure at Jaffa with 
a corresponding credit to surplus balances through revenue under head VIII, item 3, “Mis¬ 
cellaneous". The sanction of the Secretary of State was sought and obtained for the necessary
